HOW TO GO ABOUT THE JOB. 

If the following simple instructions are 
followed with crdimary <care, any 
mechanically-minded owner can success- 
fully accomplish the overhaul himself if 
he is not inclined to pay for the work at a 
service station. Beyond saving a few 
pounds, the work of decarbonising and 
valve touching up will not only give con- 
siderable pleasure, but it adds consider- | 
ably to the owner’s knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of the internal combustion engine. 
First remove the bonnet completely,. then 
open the drain plug of the radiator and 
let the water run out. Undo the bottom 
end of the big rubber hose connecting the 
cylinder-head jacket to the radiator, and 
then ease off the hose free of the casting. 
Next disconnect the high tension wires 
connecting the plugs to the magneto or 
coil distributor, as the case may be, 
labelling*eath one so that when connect- 
ing up again there will be no mistake 
about putting them back in their proper 
places. If the engine has coil ignition 
and it is fixed on the cylinder-head, 
remove the coil by undoing the nuts. 
Then detach and remove the cover over 
the lappels. . The nuts of the cylinder- 
head are next undone, and when these 
have been removed turn over the 
engine with the starting handle two 
or three times, and the compression in 
the cylinders will loosen and lift 
the head. slightly off the gasket. 
It will now be possible to remove the head 
completely, and it is very. wise to have + 
new. gasket in readiness in case the exist- 
ing one may be damaged either before or 
during the work of dismantling. Decar- 


that all the carbon deposits should be 
scraped off the combustion chambers and 
the face of the head itself carefull, 
cleaned, an efficient tool for the purpose 
being a chisel, a worn dinner knife or a 
steel angular scraper. | 
TOUCHING UP THE VALVES. 

The valves are next dealt with, and 
these are removed from their position with 
a special tool generally supplied in the 
kit. It is in the nature of a clamp. A 
turn of the starting handle will raise the 
valves to their highest lift, when the too! 
is slipped round the tappet and under the 
valve spring collet. When the crank shait 
is turned a little more the tappet ue 8 
but the spring cannot again extend be- 
cause of the clamp, so that the end of the 
valve stem can be pushed downwards and 
the cotter removed. 

When the valves are removed they 
should be carefully inspected, and also the 
valve seats. If the faces show signs of 
deep pitting and burning, the seats should 
be re-cut; but should they not be deeply 
pitted, and show only slight signs of wear,

On a car which shows a dim and yellow 
light when working off the battery, and 
when. the engine is not running, the 
dynamo, and a very brilliant white light 
when with the charging switch on, 
the owner should first look to see the con- 
dition of his battery, which, if in a very 
bad condition. can only supply a dim 
light, and if the cause is not found there, 
the probability is that the dynamo output 
is considerably too high, which will result 
in the lamps being burned out.

HOW CROWD HELPED 


PRISONER TO ESCAPE. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE) .. 

Remarking that a man determines his own 
career, Mr. Little imposed a sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, on 
Francis Teeling (32), Upper Jane place, 
described as of no fixed occupation, who was 
charged with assaulting Guard 198C at Lower 
Dorset street on Jast Sanday morning.

Ih his early youth he was a Customs 
officer in the service of the British Govern- 
ment, but, not liking the work, he returned 
to. his native place and started a business 
there. The business, however, did not pros- 
per, and he emigrated to America many years 
ago, and = obtained employment on the 
Southern Pacific Railway.

He 
seemed to have been an exceedingly hard- 
working and thrifty man, and by saving and 
careful investment he had at the time of his 
death something between £4,000 and £5,000. 
He came back and lived for some time in the 
district where he was born, and then came 
to Dublin and lodged at 33 Belvedere road,

There were a great many beneficiaries in 
the will, continued Mr. Maguire.

There was no 
lifebelt, lifebuoy, or lifeboat, The men con- 
structed a raft and got on it, but Murphy 
lost his grip on the raft and was drowned. 

On the conclusion of the hearing the jury 
found in favour of the defendant, and judg- 
ment was entered fcr her accordingly.

James: Butler, whose address was given 
as 4 Waterford street, Dublin, who pleaded 
guilty to a charge of larceriy of a motor 
car, .and of causing grevious bodily harm 
to a pedestrian, was put forward for 
sentence.

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Roe 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) ap- 
peared for the State, and Mr. Alex. Lynn 
(instructed by Mr. C. B. W. Doyle) ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

Sir Thomas Myles, whose chauffeur the 
prisoner knocked down, said that the injured 
man was now almost well again. He asked 
the Judge to temper justice with mercy. 
The defendant was a married man with a 
family. 

Judge Shannon—Yes; but you must realise 
that. your chauffeur may have a family, too, 
and this might easily have resulted in his 
death.

The story of a somewhat ill-assorted pair 
of Englishmen, who try to wrest a living

BREACH OF CONSTITUTION. 


Two important measures, at present 
under consideration by the Imperial 
Parliament, are causing a good deal. of 
anxiety to the Ulster Unionist leaders. 
These are the bills dealing with the pro- 
posed new system of voting for parlia- 
mentary elections. and with trade disputes, 
With regard to the former, it is felt that 
an injusice is being done to the province 
as it will reduce its imperial represen- 
tation from thirteen to twelve. while 
there is the further consideration 
that ‘representatives from universities 
should ike an important place in the 
counsels of the nation, associating 
education in its most highly organised 
form with the Government of the country. 

In addition, it is contended that to 
reduce the number of Imperial representa- 
tives would be a breach of the Northern 
Ireland settlement; but, apparently, the 
Socialist Government does not think so. 
It is argued by the Ulster Nationalists 
that the Northern Government: itself set 
an example of breach of faith by abolish- 
ing proportional representation, which, 
they hold, was intended to safeguard the 
interests of the minoritv. 

The position with rd to the Trade 
Disputes Bill also is awkward. The Act 
was adopted by the Northern Government 
in pursuance of its step-by-step policy 
wi.a Great Britain, and, if it is repealed 
or modified at Westminster, the local 
Socialists are insisting that the change 
should be applied to Lister ig order to 
keep in line with  cross-Channel 
legislation. 


SCHEMES OF DEVELOPMENT. 


In the development of a district a good 
water supply is essential, and it is note- 
worthy that many Northern towns, and 
even villages, are carrying out improve- 
ments in this respect. naghadee, one 
of the most popular of our seaside resorts, 
is continuing to flourish and progress 
under the management of a Commissioner, 
who is considering the advisability of in- 
troducing a water supply from Portavoe.

s. He half-swallows it and brings 
it back several times. After carrying on 
this process spasmodically for some time 
the eel is “ all in.’’ and the heron swallows 
him entirely. When the eel is carefully 
stowed in his stomach, the heron assumes 
a doleful expression, and takes things 
easily for a few hours. 


Ireland's ‘KCinerals. 


I notice that the remarkable variety of 
Ireland's mineral deposite—many of which 
are 5 gee of development on a com- 
mercial scale—is likely to receive revived 
attention shortly, During a coming 
session of the Dáil the Department vi 
Industry and Commerce will introduce a 
Mines and Minerals Bill to give the 
Government power to lease property for 
the exploitation of its mineral resources. 
A mention of the extent and variety of 
these will show the promising possibilities 
in such a plan. Zine ore deposits are in 
County Tipperary, copper ore in County 
Cork, County Sligo and various parts of 


-the southern coast, while tron ore is found 


in many parts of the Free State, some 
deposita already having been worked. A 
mineral used for hardening steel has been 
discovered in County Galway, and the 
sulphur ore found. in som Wicklow 
could be developed. on-metallic 
resources, such as soap-stone from 
Donegal, slate from Tipperary, Waterford,

refused engagement ‘‘ because they were 
not regarded as satisfactory instructors in 
Oxford phonetics.’’ The odd thing about 
the whole business is that the english 
we ying hi is staffed by four Americans 
and a dozen Russians, not a solitary 
Englishman being employed. Neverthe- 
less, Oxford—or, perhaps, it is merely the 
“Oxford accent "—is the only English 
thing that Moscow is prepared to approve.

Ceasel. 


A few months ago, while I was walking 
in the neighbourhood of Lusk, my attention 
was attracted by the prevalence of that 
interesting little plant, the tease], in the 
surrounding fields. I have recollections of 
many pitched battles at school, with the 
burs of the teasel as ammunition, when 
the victory went to those who could plant 
most of these adhesive missiles on the 
clothing of their opponents. The plant, 
however, has more serious uses; and its 
distribution in the Rush and Lusk district, 
I was informed, is due to the fact that 
it was specially grown there many years 
ago for the clothiers and woollen manu- 
facturers of Dublin, who used the burs 
to raise the nap on their cloth. The 
cultivation of tease] in this locality was 
discontinued on account of the importa- 
tion from Southern Europe of a special 
variety, which was more suitable for the 
purpose than the local kind. This 
“ fuller’s teasel ” is still used bv cloth 
manufacturers, and it is said that no 
mechanical contrivance has vet been de- 
vised. to equal it. The heads of tense! 
are fixed in the cireumference of a 
cylinder, which is rotated against the 
surface of the cloth. 
summer the plant has an attractive 
appearance; its bright green leaves form 
a cup, or recentacle, out of which birds 
were supposed to drink. Hence comes the 
Latin name— “ Dipsacus.”’ 


Cinema Development. 


Representatives of the film trade incline 
to support the statement that more money 
is spent in Dublin on tha cinema than in 
any other city in Europe. Visitors are 
invariably astonished at the large num- 
ber of picture houses flourishing here, and 
at the long queues usually awaiting ad- 
mission. According to some statistics 
tecently compiled, Great Britain and 
Russia run a dead-heat among European 
countries for the honour of having the 
largest number of seats in their cinemas, 
with a total of 2,200,000, France comes 
third with 2,100,000, and Germany fourth 
with 1,876. In the number of halls, 
however, Germany comes best, Russia 
second, and Franca and Great Britain 
third. A comparison of these figures with 
the corresponding statistics for ‘the 
theatres indicates the enormous advance 
in picture-house attraction. As regards 
film itself, in the first four months of last 
year the United States—the world’s chief 
source of supply—exported more than 210 
million feet of all kinds of cinematograph 
reel, of which 65 per cent, was of the

Domesticity_in Ireland. 


In the course of conversation the other 
day with the agent for a certain type 
of cooking stove, I was interested to hear 
that, although the firm advertised recently 
for girls qualified in all forms of cookery 
to tour the country and give demonstra- 
tions, and shear’ they offered: excellent 
remuneration for the post, they did not 
receive a single application from Ireland. 
My informant was of the opinion that 
Irish girls do not possess qualifications 
for a position of that type; in other 
words, they are insufficiently educated in 
domestic matters, and—most particularly 
—they do not possess organising ability. 
If these statements are true, they form 4

A Great A ncestor, 


While Mr. Winston Churchill manages 
to keep in the limelight of controversy by 
his differences with Mr. Baldwin and his 
speeches on Indian affairs, he is, I am 
told, extremely busy with his literary 
work, He is now engaged upon a biography 
of the great Duke of Marlborough.

Twenty-five years 
ago he published a “Life ” of his father, 
Lord Rendolph Churchill, which was 
acclaimed as a masterpiece, and he has 
written a thrilline novel of war and revo- 
Intion entitled ‘‘Savrola.” in which the 
menace of Socialism is luridly sketched, 
His series of volumes on the Great War 
and. its aftermath have probably been 
read be a ercater number of peonle than 
any similar volumes, and his auto- 
biography, published last year, was 
actually a “' best-seller.’’ 


Che Return of the Pun. 


The pun, in former days the medium 
of Lear's and Hood’s classic wit. has been 
almost “ taboo ” in literary circles for a 
few generations; but there are indications 
in theatrical quarters, if not in the higher 
forms of literary expression, that the 
punster is to come into his own again, 

Just as “ nonsense '" has been divided 
into two classes—one the nonsense of 
such writers as Lewis Carrol and the 
other merely nonsénse—so there are two 
classes of pur—good and bad. Of the 
latter variety I may quote one that oceurs 
to me immediately from a revue now on 
the stage, where the name Onyx given to 
a character is explained by the fact that 
she was “ onyxpected.”’ 

The puns of Thomas Hood have not 
withered with age, and the limericks of 
Lear have an assured place in literature ; 
but generally I fear that they are a weak 
farm of wit, I cannot forget the dictum 
of ‘‘ The Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table '”: “ People that make puns are 
like wanton boys that put coppers on 
the railroad track. They amuse them- 
selves and other children, but their little 
trick mav upset a freicht-train of conver- 
sation for the sake of a battered 
witticiam.”” '

The Dark Mornings. 


Whatever may be the advantages of regu- 
lating our clocks and watches by Greenwich 
mean time (writes a correspondent). there 
is one obvious drawback.

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MUNICIPAL GALLERY 
REJECTS YEATS PICTU 

HE controversy concerning the Haverty 

i Trust has deve into action. 

Yesterday the Aé Committee of 

the Dublin Municipal Gallery .of Modern 

Art rejected Mr. J. B. Yeats’s picture, the 

Liffey Swim, because the Haverty Trust had 

not conveyed it to them in what they con- 
sidered to be p form. . 

Dr. “Thomas kin, Director oí the 
National Gallery, and Trustee under the 
Haverty Bequest, in reference to the article 
in yesterday s /rish Times, has made the 
following statement :— } 

“The Trustees have no notice of any 
pending legal proceedings to alter the court 
scheme for the administration of the Trust. 

“The trustees named in the will of Mr. 
Haverty, and in the scheme are:—The Lord 
Mayor, for the time being, of Dublin; the 
Director, for the time being, of the National 
Gallery, and the President, for the time 
being, of the Royal Hibernian Academy, and 
ne others, 

“While the Lord Mayor's office was in 
abeyance, power was given by the scheme to 
the Civic Commissioners to nominete a 


| trustee in his place, and they, secordingly, 


nominated Mr. Reynolds, the Curator of the 
Municipal Gallery. When Senator Byrne was 
elected Lord Mayor, he replaced, automat!- 
cally, Mr. Reynolds on the Board of 
Trustees. 

" “The Selection committee are not elected by 
the Trustees. Para h 5 of the Scheme of 
Court declares that— The members. of this 
Committee shall consist of three Trustees, the 
Lord Mayor, for the time being, of Belfast, 
the Curator, for the time being of the Muni- 
cipal Gallery and Museum, Be fast, and three 
other persons to be nominated in tne manner 
following :—Two such s to be nomin- 
ated by the Governors and Guardians of the 
Nationa! Gallery for a period tot exceedin 
three years, and one to be nominat 
by the Council of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy for a like period.’ ; 

Mr. Justice Mu ban and Sir Robert 
Woods were nominated, accordingly, by the 
Governors and Guardians of the National Gal- 
lery, and Mr. Richard Orpen, R.H.A., by the 
Council of the Royal Hibernian Academy. 
The scheme further directs that the Trustees 
“shall appoint " the Committee so -onstituted. 
This direction is mandatory, and the selection 
committee named above were, in fact, ap- 
pointed at the meeting of the Trustees held on 
2nd July, on the motion «of Mr. O’Brien and 
seconded by Mr. Reynolds, 

Mr. Reynolds, needless to say, wan not re- 
fused admission to any meeting of the Trus- 
tees. while he was trustee himself, He was 
cordially welcomed by his colleague, and. in 
point of fact, he presided at their meeting 
held on October 8th, 1970, «nd signed the 
minutes of the previous meeting, at which the 
by-laws of the Trustees were 1 nanimously 
adovted, he himself having seconded the 
motion for their adoption. 

It was, of courte, impossible for the 
Trustees to admit Mr Revnolds to act with 
them rfter the election of the Lord Mevor, 
and Mr. Revnolds, though apparently willing 
to attend their meetings if required, made no 
such claim. 

When Mr. Haverty made ‘is ill he in- 
tended that artists residing ell «ver Ireland 
should benefit, and the Court, therefore, world 
seem to have sought to cive effect to his 
wishes by including on the Selection Com- 
mittee two representatives «f Northern Ire- 
land, neither of whom, howevr, has any 
power to act as trustee in the actual manage 
ment of the Trust. Farthermore, no more than 
one-fourth of the income of the trust is avail- 
ably for Northern Irelaxd. The Free State is 
represented by sis members of the Selection 
Committee. 

There is no proviso in Mr. Haverty's will, 
nor was it apparently hia ‘intention, that the 
pictures purchased would, as Mr. Reynolds 
sayy, ‘naturally go to the Municipal Gallery 
of Modern Art in Dublin.” It is even more 
absurd to say that the Lord Mayor ef Belfast 
and the Curator of the Belfast Municipal 
Gallery have rower to purchase pictures for 
that Gallery. 

Finally, Mr. O'Brien, «ho was a friend 
and adviser to Mr. Haverty in this matter, 
stated that he disagreed cntirely with Mr. 
Reynolds's contention that the Trust was 
created to assist “ struggung Irish artists 
rather than to endow Galleries.” The Trust, 
in Mr. O'Brien's opinion was created te 
encourage Irish artists in general, not neces- 
sarily strugglers, and also to enhance Irish 
public collections all over the country by the 
inclusion of Irish pictures. 

Finally, it may be remarked, Clause 12 
of the scheme provides that, if any difficulty 
or dispute shall arise as to its construction 
or management, the only persons who can 
take wroceedings to alter it, are the trustees, 
the Commissioners of Charitable Donations 
and Requésts, and, of course, if he thinks 
fit, the Attorney-General. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


Some correspondence which passed bet ween 
the City Hall and Dr. Bodkin concerning the 
Haverty Trust is of interest. 

On October 22, 1980, Dr. Bodkin wrote to 
Mr. 4. J. Reynolds, Curator of the Dublin 
Municipal Art Gallery, as follows — 

“1 note that the first step towards securing 
your continued membership of the Board of 
Trustees of the Haverty Bequest has been 
taken by the Lord Mayor; but I think there 
are still more serious difficulties to be sur- 
mounted.

The letter poimted out the necessity for such 
an appointment in view of Limerick city’s 
abnormal imfant and maternity mortality, 
which was the highest in the Free State, as 


disclosed in the Registrar-General’s report 


for the years 1928 and 1929. 

The letter added ; —“ This terrible wastage 
of life could not be defended, and, con- 
sequently, there was pressing and urgent 
med tor reorganising the city’s public 
health services. ' 

Alderman Keidy said: that before the 
appointment was considered the whole medical 
service of the city should be reviewed. 

Mr. J. Dalton observed that the duties of 
the position were admirably discharged by 
the late Dr. MeGrath in a part-time capacity, 
at a salary of £175 per year. 

The Mayor (Alderman Donnelan) said that 
the Corporation were, at the moment, paying 
£4,449 annually on public services, and the 
new appointment would mean a heavy 
burden on the ratepayers. It would mean 
that for public health services they would 
be paying at the rate of 1s. 4d. in the pound. 
lt was well that the, citizens‘ knew the 
position, and that there could be no hope 
íor a reduction in the rate. ; 

Mr. Dalton considered that. before they 

to- make the” appointment” they 
should create some opposition. ' 

‘Mr. J. Angley said that the city could 
net bear the cost, in view of financial -com- 
mitments. They should put up some fight, 
as the Clare County Council did, where a 
similar appointment was dropped after 
investigation.

HE first annual report issued by Dr. 
B Denis Kennedy, Schools Medical Officer 

of Health, Waterford, on the working 
of the new schools medical inspection scheme 
and the condition of the children’s health 
in the primary schools, was read at the 
Waterford .Corporation’s..monthly meeting 
this afternoon. 

Dr. Kennedy recommends a compaign for 
the improvement of the general health con- 
ditions of children. 

After stating that he grouped the children 
under six degrees, or sub-heads, Dr. Kennedy 
states that the aggregate results present a 
picture of facts which have to be faced in 
the matter of defects, permanent or curable, 
which have a bad influence on the regularity 
of attendance, educational advancement, or 
subsequent fitness for the career of each 
pupil in consequence of one defect or 
another. 

The faetors depressing health and retard

ing physical development and fitness for a | 


successful educational course are cited: 
1—Food in insuffictent quantity, wrongly 
‘chosen, or harbouring germs of disease. 
2—Clothing: msuflinent, excessive, ©) 
damp. 
3—Housing deficienci®s, rooms 
ventilated, leaky roofs, 
dirty floors and backyards. 
4—Insufficient or irregalar hours of sleep. 
remaining in rain-soaked clothing, and 
substituting worthless reading and in- 
door amusements for necessary outdocr 
exercise, 
5—Failure to recognise early signs of illness 
in children, to get medical aid early, or 
carry ont treatment prescribed, . 
Many children of very high intellectual 
gifts were found to be stunted in growth, 
and so enfeebled with unrecognised or 
neglected disease as to have their chance of 
a successful career reduced to a minimum.

Without these we may have thie 
spectacle of a highly trained army of pupils 
turned ont at the end of their school course 
physically unfit to tackle the work of their 
chosen vocation, 

‘The reforms suggested by Dr. Kennedy 
are :—Dissemination of useful knowledge re. 
garding health; the giving of food and other 
help where needed; the prevention or rapid 
curing of illness; the alteration, if practi- 
cable, of school arrangements to permit of 
a two hours interval hetween the two daily 
sessions; the provision of two half-how 
periods daily for physical exercises and 
drill. 

The establishment of children’s well. 
equipped playground: ir many centres, the 
report adds, “ seems to me to form the 
micieus of a programine which -would go 
very far to cater for the young population, 
who could meet the demands of their voca- 
tion with confidervé and success.’’

Conservatives and India. 
Yesterday the ' Indian Legislative 
Assembly resumed its debate on. Sheikh 
Sadio Hasan’s demand for a policy of 
conciliation. The resolution proposed the 
immediate release of the rank and file of 
the Congress Party and the cancellation 
of the: penal ordinances.. Sir Abdur 
Rahim held that the knowledge of 
their supporters’ continued imprison- 
ment made the task of the Congress 
leaders more difficult. Sir Hari Singh 
Gour urged the Government to take a bold 
risk, and promised authority the whole- 
hearted support of the House if the experi- 
ment should prove to be a failure. After 
Sir George Rainy had explained that the 
first duty of the Government was to 
protect individual citizens from illegal 
interference, and had praised the for- 
bearing manner in which a sorely tried 
police force had carried out its duties, 
the discussion meandered  spinelessly 
along its uncertain path until Sir Hari 
Singh Gour moved that it should be 
postponed sine die. The motion was 
carried unanimously and, as we suppose, 
with thinly disguised relief. After hours 
of discussion nothing had been decided, 
and the issue was shelved. Yet, though 
unproductive of positive result, the 
debate has not been harmless; for it is 
from weak talk of this kind that Mr. 
Gandhi and the leaders of the Congress 
Party draw a large portion of their 
steadily mounting confidence. 
Indeed, there is much to encourage 
them. Not only is Britain bound in 
honour by her repeated declarations that 
Dominion status is the natural and 
proper aspiration of India’s development, 
but her Socialist Government is mani- 
festing an imdecent willingness to hasten 
the hour of this climax in deference to 
illegal clamour. Ignoring the experience 
of the Raj’s two hundred years of life 
and the advice of responsible officials, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald imparts a 
measure of truth to such remarks as 
that of Sir Farul Hassain about the 
ordinances. As though such symptoms of 
the success of civil disobedience were not 
enough, the leader of the Conservative 
Party, to which loyalty had 
learned to look support, has 
rebuked publicly, or has appeared to 
rebuke, the man who dared to say 
what every Englishman who has 
studied Indian affairs has been thinking

} for several years. Perhaps, Mr. Winston 


Churchill, in his anxiety ‘ that vital 
points should be safeguarded effectually, 
took an unduly pessimistic view of the 
chances of co-operation between Britain 
and any substantial body of Indian 
opinion. Certainly, Mr. Baldwin erred 
in the opposite direction, and his words 
were most unfortunate in that they sug- 
gested a weakening of the Conservative 
attitude towards such essential points as 
India’s interna] and external defence and 
relations with the Princes. Where India 
ir concerned, most Englishmen would feel 
safer with an abated Churchill than with 
a stimulated Baldwin. 

It is comforting, therefore, to learn from 
Sir Samuel Hoare that the Conservative 
Party has not been guilty of backsliding. 
Mr. Baldwin, he points out, did not 
wish to convey that the Conservatives 
were ready to accept a peace which was 


founded on pious hopes rather than on 


material security. He wished only to show 
that the party had not turned its back 
upon the atmosphere of good-will which 
the Round Table “onference had created. 
If he and Mr. Churchill did not see eye to 
eye in all matters connected with Indian 
policy, the difference was one of degree 
rather than of spirit. From such explana- 
tions the real position emerges clearly 
enough. Both Mr. Baldwin and Mr. 
Churchill spoke’ in haste, and, perhaps, 
are repenting at leisure; but it is the 


| repentance of Mr. Baldwin that the Con- 


servative Party most desires. In the 
meanwhile, Gandhi and his associates have 
demanded an inquiry into six cases of 
alleged tyranny by the police, the sub- 
mission of India’s public debt to arbitra- 
tion and the restoration to Congress 
members of their confiscated property, as 
conditions of a return to civil obedience.

The Russian Scandal. 


When the horrors of Soviet. rule were 
indicted yesterday in the House of Lords 
the British Government's spokesman 
demanded proof ot their reality. ‘‘ Let 
us,’ said Lord Ponsonby, “ have 
authentic, indisputable evidence.” This 
was an impudent attitude ; for the British 
Government is a partner in the conceal- 
ment of the facts about Russia. It keeps 
an Ambassador in Moscow, but refuses to 
publish his reports, and rejects bluntly 
all parliamentary demands for informa- 
tion. Fortunately—or unfortunately—the 
horrors are so widespread and so dreadful! 
that they defy suppression. The Soviet 
Government’s formal decrees reveal, as 
Lord Newton said yesterday, that every 
Russian citizen who is not a military 
conscript is an industrial conscript, liable 
to a merciless régime of forced labour. 
Moreover, the Government's political 
opponents are treated as criminals, and 
hundreds of thousands of them are work- 
ing under terrible conditions in the timber 
forests of Northern Russia. They hew and 
drag for twelve hours daily ; if they faint 
through sickness, they are flogged, and, if 
they try to escape, they are shot. These 
facts are proved amply by the sworn 
evidence of escaped prisoners and by the 
testimony of British seamen who traffic in 
Russia’s northern ports. They have an 
urgent bearing on England’s safety and 
honour. In the first place, the vast and 
cruel system of slave-driving is a part of 
the “ five years’ plan ” which is to fit 
Russian Communism for its projected war 
against civilisation. In the next place, 
the cheap products of Russia’s forced 
labour are flooding Europe, and are 
already a grave menace to British 
industry. . Again, this Soviet system, with 
its torture of men’s bodies and debasement 
of men’s souls, is a reproach and an insult 
to every Government that maintains the 
Christian code. Formerly England was 
the standard-bearer of that code—as when 
she smashed the African slave trade. 
Formerly the nonconformist conscience 
was a powerful and sensitive instrument 
of social and moral progress. Now in 
Great Britain a predominantly noncon- 
formist Government remains on treaty 
terms with a Godless State and connives 
at all the wickedness of Soviet rule. As 
the Bishop of Durham said yesterday, it is 
a spectacle which no British Church or 
British patriot can regard without 
“ sorrow, consternation and shame.”

A Musical Paradcx. 


At a recent meeting in Wales it was 
alleged that music was a neglected study 
in Welsh schools. ‘‘ There is too much 
musical competition in our country, said 
a speaker, “ and too little understanding 
of the art.” It is true enough that Wales 
has produced few composers of note. She 
has inspired neither symphonies nor 
operas; in short, of music, in the modern 
sense, she has nothing. Yet, nobody who 
has visited an Eisteddfod, or has listened 
to a Welsh crowd singing its national songs 
before the teams take the field at Cardiff 
or Swansea, will deny that Wales is a 
musical country in the truest sense. How 
stands the case in Ireland? Here we have 
a nobler tradition of music than Wales 
has, though a tradition of the same kind— 
that is to say, of vocal music. Schools of 
vocalism abound ; indeed, so fruitful a field 
is open to teachers - that the prospect 
attracts a host of “ sharks ” to mingle with 
the genuine professors. Yet an Irish 
crowd never sings, or, if it rises sufficiently 
far above its self-consciousness to make an 
effort, the result is lamentable. We dor. t 
say that “ community singing’ is a 
worthy end in itself, but, at all events, it 
is symptomatic of a certain amount of 
musical feeling. Such feeling does not 
exist in the Ireland of to-day. Partly, the 
fault lies in the national disinclination to 
take pains, and, partly, in the suscepti- 
bility of Irishmen to all the worst 
excrescences of foreign taste. Insularity 
in art is bad, but a readiness to adopt art 
from abroad without distinction of quality 
is worse. The Irishman, even if he refuses 
to sing his national songs, at least ought 
to choose the best manifestations of foreign 
genius. -Instead, he sings jazz.

A TRANSFORMED COASTLINE. 

A survey by aeroplane of the country 
lying between Napier and Gisborne, some 
eighty miles away to the north-east, shows 
that the coastline has undergone a con- 
siderable change as the result of the 
earthquake. Not a single river between 
Wairoa towards the northern extremity of 
Hawke Bay and Napier can be seen enter- 
ing the sea through its original mouth, 
At certain points the seashore has risen 
as much as from forty to fifty feet. In 
the neighbourhood of Napier the whole 
face of the cliff has fallen into the sea, 
while as far as can be gathered from a 
distant view of Cape Kidnappers, which 
forms the southern extremity of Hawke 
Bay, a part of the tip of the Cape has dis- 
appeared. 

A Wellington message says that forty- 
eight victims were buried in a common 
grave at Hastings yesterday, including 
three unidentified women, two of whom 
were young girls in their ‘teens, both 
terribly burned. Eight babies have been 
born in parks at Napier since Tuesday. 
The first trainload of casualties arrived 
at Wellington during the night.

MISS MARY BYRNE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your remarks on the late Miss 
Mary Byrne in the “' Irishman’s Diary ” of 
your issue of the 3rd January you say that 

‘St. John Seymour continually quotes from 
her work in his ‘ Visions of the Irish Under- 
world.’ ’’ . This is sot quite correct. I did 
not use Miss Byrne's work; indeed, in con- 
versation with me more than once she ad- 
mitted that she was quite unacquainted with 
the subject of my book, as well as with papers 
which I had written on certain questions of 
Irish ecclesiastical literature.

WORKERS AND WAGES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—With regard to my statement that 
“by ‘reducing wages, especially in- existing 
circumstances, the worker would be ‘able to 
spend less money and the goods which he 
otherwise would have purchased would remain 
unsold, and this, in turn, would increase un- 
employment,” it is difficult. to gather from 
the remarks of your correspondent, Mr. 
Wallace, whether he considers that, in exist- 
ing circumstances, the present time is pro- 
pitious for reducing wages. While giving his 
opinion on the effects of increasing wages, he 
omits to discuss the desirability of firms con- 
centrating, to the extent they should, on 
legitimate ways and means of extending their 
business, instead of - verely following the line 
of least resistance by lowering the wages of 
the worker. 

It is a pleasure to draw attention to the 
re imgese y and successful efforts of the 

ublin United Tramways Company to im- 
prove their business, as reported In your issue 
of the 4th February. It is, indeed, gratifying 
to note that, over a fortnight ago, owing to 
the automobile industry suffering from busi- 
ness depression, the Ford Motor Company 
reduced the prices of all their cars and trucks, 
and thus started up ants that had been idle. 
The importance of teing able to spend freely, 
thereby helping trade, oe a strong advocate 
in John Maynard Keynes, the distinguished 
Cambridge University economist. Recently, 
while discussing unemployment, he made the 
following statement :—'. To save more than 
usual im present circumstances is utterly 
harmful and misguided. With a large un- 
employed surplus already available for pro- 
ducing sunita! goods, the effect of saving is 
merely to add to this surplus. Whenever you 
save 5s. you put a man out of work for a 
day.” It need hardly be added that, if the 
worker is not in a position to save, he will 
not be able to help “re by spending freely.—

regards my address on the Ulster Theatre at 
the Writers’ Club, I would ask you to insert 
this letter. ‘Ihe names of Messrs. Lynd, 
Power, Reid, etc., given in the report are 
not those of the original founders and in- 
augurators of the society. These gentlemen 
were then distinguished members of the Press 
and writers then resident in Belfast, but 
they did not take part im any active wssocia- 
tion with the Ulster Theatre. as members, 
actors, authors or producers. 

The first production of the Ulster Theatre 
was given in the Ulster Minor Hall in 
December, 1904, the plays produced being 
‘‘ Brian of Banba,” an historical one-act verse 
= by ‘Bulmer Hobson, and “The 

e argo a three-act satirical modern 
comedy by Lewis Purcell. These two authors 
were the leading personalities in inaugurating 
the Ulster Theatre. With them were actively 
associated in the. productions the Morrows, 
Campbells, W. R. Gordon, W. B. Reynolds 
and a few others. The society never at any 
time received financial aid from any outside 
association, nor did they obtain any subsidy 
either at the commencement or during their 
quarter century, and over, of existence. 

I trust that you will insert this letter, as 
I would wish justice to be done to those who 
rea'ly founded and maugurated the Ulster 
Theatre, and who still to-day are carrying on 
under extreme difficulties the task of main-

They would find themselves 
very much at a disadvantage as soldiers if 
they were ignorant of Italian. The school 
assures their fitness for service. 

An interesting fact connected with these 
classes is that. children attend whose 
parents lave been resident in this country 
more than a hundred years. 


NO DICTATORSHIP 
FOR GERMANY. 


CHANCELLOR 
REPUDIATES THE IDEA.

' BERLIN, Thursday. 

An urgent apyeal to the Reichstag to 
pass the Budget by the end of March was 
one of the main features of a speech to- 
day by Herr Bruening, the German Chan- 
cellor, who declared that the Government 
had no intention whatever of resorting to 
Article 48 of the Constitution to enforce 
the Budget’s passage. 

Herr Bruening also repudiated the idea 
of the establishment of a Dictatorship in 
Germany. He emphasised the fact that 
the Government was determined to impose 
no further taxes to cover possible deficits, 
but would have recourse to radical re- 
duction of expenditure. 

For this he applied to the Reichstag for 
authorisation, saying that this would give 
guarantees, both at home and abroad, that 
the. German Government intended to 
continue their efforts to put German 
finances on a sound basis. 


THE REPARATIONS CLOUD. 


This policy, he remarked, was also the 
surest for the speedy solution of the 
reparations problem, which, he said, hung 


| like a dark cloud over the entire German 


nation. 

The Chancellor added that he was con- 
vinced that it was being increasingly 
recognised outside Germany that the 
reparations question was not only an 
extremely serious one for Germany, but 
also a disturbing factor in the economic 
life of the world. 

At the same time, he added, it was 
regrettable that it was not increasingly 
recognised abroad that Germany, in order 
to pay reparations at all, was compelled to 
take economic measures which were found 
very unpleasant in foreign countries.

A little more than a 
year ago he was appointed to Headquarters, 
Fighting Area, Uxbridge, Middlesex, for 
Air Staff duties. 


TO ROOF THE THAMES. 


Last year Air-Commodore Samson put 
forward the novel proposal of a roof over 
the Thames, with the-object of bringing 
aeroplane services right into London, and 
capturing for Britain a large proportion 
of the air-borne trade of the world. 

When told of the plan, the then Lord 
Mayor, Sir William Waterlow, described 
the idea as a brilliant one. 

In June last year Air-Commodore 
Samson published a book, “ Fights and 
Flights,’ in which he gave an exciting 
account of the Dardanelles landing as it 
appeared from the air. 

As recently as January 24th this year 
he wrote to The Times on the subject of 
the Schneider Trophy before Lady Hous- 
ton’s offer had been made. He said: “ The 
decision of the Government not to assist in 
the defence of the Schneidér Cup must 
cause, not only to those fellow-members of 
mine on the Schneider Cup Committee, but 
to the general public, extreme disappoint- 
ment. 

“It is not for me to cast stones at the 
Government, as they have a difficult task 
in these days of penury, and I feel that 
they decided against us with sad hearts: 
but I have a sneaking idea that they will 
assist in some way if they see that some 
private person or the genera] public are 
attempting to defend the Cup.”’

CAPTAIN. CAMPBELL’S 
ACHIEVEMENT. 


The achievement of Captain Malcolm 
Campbell on Daytona’ Beach yesterday 
will thrill his fellow-countrymen. wita 
pride, remarks The Times _ editorially. 
Driving at more than 245 miles an_houi 
in his 1,400 horse-power Napier-Campbell 
car, the Blue Bird, he exceeded by 
fourteen miles the speed ‘‘ record ’’ estab 
lished in 1929 by the late Sir Henry 
Segrave, who achieved a speed of ‘2351 
miles an hour. This wonderful display 
of courage and steadfastness proves the 
possession of qualities of self-control and 
self-discipline “of ‘the highest ‘ order. 
Englishmen may reflect with. legitimate 
satisfaction that all the “ records’’ of 
speed—on' land; on water and in the air— 
are now held by men of their’ race. 

Captain Campbell's latest performance 
is one of a long series, in which the most 
recent competitors have been two English- 
men. and one American."

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

There was a large.attendance of peers 
when Lord Newton opened a debate on 
labour conditions in Soviet Russia. Lord 
Newton began by expressing dissatisfac- ) 
tion in the selection of documents provided 
by’ the Government’ oti-this subject. The 
House asked for an indepéndent report 
from Britssh representatives of conditions 
in the Seviet Union, but the Government 
had presented them with a ‘collection of 
documents ‘embodying the various laws 
passed by the Soviet Government. These 
papers, however, showed that every citizen 
in the Soviet Republic who was not a mili- 
tary conscript was an industrial conscript. 

He maintained that there must be some- 
thing behind the elaborate piling up of 
armaments and the great military 5 
patations in , Russia, and those Who 
believed in the supposed pacific aims of 
the Soviet would have a rude awakening. 

Referring to reports of conditions in the 
timber camps of North Russia, he con- 
tended’ that the so-called criminals em- 
ployed were really only political offenders. 
The House, he maintained, had every right 
to ask the Government to inquire: ito 
these. matters, if only ‘for moral=and 
humanitarian reasons. 

Lord Phillimore, referring to conditions 
in the timber forests, said that the workers 
not: only: worked for twelve’ hours a day, 
but they had to drag the timber to the saw- 
mills beeause of the scarcity of horses.

EPISCOPATE’S FEELINGS.

Our officials had succeeded in 
getting. together in the Blue Book a full 
collection which gives.an amazing picture 
of this Soviet effort. It is one that 
appeals to us not at all. But it is one 
that I quite agree will in time have to be 
reckoned with, (Hear, hear.)

SALVAGE SCENES AT 
PLYMOUTH.

Ferie: scenes were witnessed at Ptymouth 
last night when the work of bringing up 
the main part of the fuselage of: the ill. 
fated Royal Air Force  flying-boat, 
in which nine men lost their lives 
on Wednesday, was conducted. Search- 
lights shed a brilliant light across 
the dark waters. “The wreckage, * ch had 
heen hauled from the bottom of the sea, 
had .been secured to the side of a naval 
drifter. which had been at work since dawn, 
and when the tide was high the work 
began. 

Slowly the lighter drew the wreckage of 
the flying: boat towards the why of 
Mount Batten Station. It was a long and 
tedious task: In the distance could be 
seen the outline of the salvage boat, 
silhouetted in the curious light across the 
water by the lights on the opposite shore. 
Men from the station assembled on the con- 
crete platform leading to the slipway. 
Ambulances were in readiness. Gradually 
the wreckage, always followed by the glare 
of. the searchlights, was brought near fo 
the slipway. 

A deathly silence fell upon the people 
huddled together on the station. - Sharp 
drders of command broke the silence, and 
efforts were made to perform the delicate 
work’ of dragging the wreckage clear of-the 
water. An officer actually went into the 
portion of the fuselage visible above the 
water-level, but! he had to report: that 
nothing could: be seen:

Monday, 2nd February, at Clogh—After 
the Brackerna and Coolishal had been drawn 
blank, a fox found on Churchtown Hill ran 
out through Killowen into Somers’s gorse 
straight on past Kilnahue, and then, swing- 
ing right-handed, got back to Churchtown, 
where he gat to ground. Next found on 
Lighthouse Hill and ran out throuch Rallina- 
mona, then right-handed through Rallina- 
killan Wood. past Island Bridge into Kil- 
lowen and to ground within a field of 
Somers’s gorse in a badger earth. A hard 
day on hounds.

Glanworth was the fixture for Thursday, 
January 30th. Dunmahon was blank, but, as 
usual this season, hounds found immediately 
in Ballyclough and ran on almost to Glen- 
wood before what little scent there was 
fizzled out. A fox from Corn Hill could 
also only be hunted a few fields. Ballina- 
carrige and Macroney Castle were blank, 
and the rest of the day was spent hunting 
up and down the woods at Castle Cooke, 
with occasional rings outside the woods, for 
a few fields. 

Friday night was very wild and stormy, 
but the wind had dropped by the time 
hounds moved off from Cecilstown. There 
was not an atom of scent early in the day, 
and the numerous foxes in Ballygiblin could 
never be hustled enough to make them leave 
the Park. The Catra was blank, but Mr. 
Sharp-Bolster had a fox waiting for us m 
Gleuichene. The wind was rising again, 
and scent had improved, and hounds 
ran well across RBallyheen to Bally- 
rusher, where they marked their fox to 
ground. Finding again in Castle Cor, hounds 
hunted for nearly an hour in the Park before 
pushing their fox outside, and then, hunting 
on towards Ballybarn, they swung left- 
handed to Ballyphilip. Leaving here, they 
ran a nice right-handed ring and back into 
covert, and, going away a second time, went 
up over the hill and turned left-handed to 
Knocknacolon, and, going straight through 
the covert, were finally run out of scent near 
Glenlohane. It was hard luck on hounds 
and hunisman not killing their fox, who was 
dead beat. By now it was blowing a gale 
and turning very wet, and everyone was glad 
to go home, after a most enjoyable hunt. 

From Kilavullen on Monday hounds were 
hunting all day, but there was hardly any 
scent. A fox from Glounagare was hunted 
as far as the river, where he got to ground. 
The numerous foxes in Barrett's gorse were 
hunted up and down the mountain and along 
the valley, and the hunted fox was finally 
killed on trying to return to covert. Regan’s 
gorse provided the next, and hounds ran 
well over Knockararah almost into Mallow 
before turning. back up the mountain, where 
they were stopped. 

A large field met hounds at John’s Bridge 
on Tuesday. The foxes in this covert are 
a very stay-at-home lot, and scent was not 
good enough to drive them more than a few 
fields from covert, so finally they were left. 
There were a brace in Ballybarn, and hounds 
went away towards John's Bridge and bore 
right-handed almost to Coolbane, where a 
greyhound coursed the fox, and no more 
could be made of him. The next hour was 
spent hunting between Killinane and Rock- 
spring. Leary's Glen held a brace, and 
hounds ran the usual line across to Ardprior, 
Here there was some delay, as there were 


Kilcarrig Rock and Kirwin s Glen 
hold, but Lorum came to the rescue. 
ing here, hounds hunted their fox 
hill, through Lorum old covert, then e right- 
handed past Lorum Church, across the valley 
into Ballyloughin. Making the return 
journey from Ballyloughin into Lorum covert, 
band hunted out the further side down 
to the Kilgranev road. Here, however, a 
long check ensued, which eventually ended

These hounds met at Moyne on Friday last, 
and. drawing the coverts near the house, 
several foxes were afoot, bht none could be 
persuaded to leave. Springfield was_ next 
drawn blank. Trotting on then to Baily- 
glunin a fox was accounted for. Late in the 
evening hounds were taken on to Rallinderrs 


and though they succeeded in pushing a fox | 


out of this covert for three fields. he doutled 
back and got to ground in Ballinderry, where 
he was evicted and killed after mght had 
set in. Whilst in Ballyglunin a badger was 
marked, drawn and killed. 

On Monday the meet was at Turloughmore. 
and without leaving the gorse near the village 
the dog hounds accounted for a fox, that. 
being headed in every direction, had little 
chance of leaving. Whilst drawing Daly's 
gorse there was a holloa in the direction of 
Askea. and hounds, being lifted, were quickly 
got on the line. Thence ensued a great hunt 
for three miles, when this vixen got to ground 
in a breeding earth in the spoil on the river 
bank, just west of the Lackagh Bridge. Not 
for-some vears in this country has a faste: 
hunt been seen. Such was the pace that the 
large field found it difficult to keep with 
the hounds. The going was heavy, too, and 
in view of the subsequent proceedings it was 
as well she got in. The next draw was Cregg 
Castle, where several foxes were afoot, but 
after a little delay the dog hounds pushe‘ 
their chosen fox out in the direction of 
Knockdoe, and, checking before reaching 
there. hunted on over the southern shoulde 
of the hill to the Hazel scrub, just short of 
Lackagh. Viewed away from he<e, our fox 
doubled back on her line as if she were 
making her point Gregg Castle, where she 
was found, but wheeling left-handed she was 
lost in the vicinity of Knockdoemore, where 
the day ended after a very fine hunt of an 
hour and twenty-five minutes over good going 
and a nicely-fenced country. Scenting con- 
ditions all day were good on grass, but the 
plough-land near Knockdoemore held no 
scent. Here hounds were run out of it, and 
were sent home after a great day's sport 
At the end of this good hunt a well-known 
member—Lady Nelson—had a very heavy 
fall on to plough, and was taken to hospital 
in Galwav, where, it is learned, she is pro 
pressing favourably. 

On Wednesdav Louchrea was the meet, 
and Coorheen, which was first drawn, held 
ertainlvy four foxes, but there was at first 
no scent at all. Pushing a brace away along 
the southern shores ot the lough, the bitches 
hunted their selected fux slowly to the out- 
skirts of Masonbrook and into the demesne. 
He turned pack on his tracks, leaving Earls 
park on his. left, and thence over the Bookeen 
Hiil, where hounds checked before hitting 
off the line, which thev carried on slowly 
ever the hills through the Devil's Bit to 
K nockcash. Still hunting on slowly, they 
carried the line on into Dalystown Wood, 
where the fox was lost Nothing further 
could be dene in this large covert, so hounds 
were collected and taken on to Masonbrook.

racing away over the crags and boulders of 
Carn. A good pace was maintained to the 
Kildare-Streamstown road.

Our fox went away right-handed 
cver the big fields of Balrne, through Sharry’s 
gorse and tried the earth, but, getting no 
shelter, he took the line to Farnalore Cross, 
pointing, for Knockdrin. He now swung left- 
handed and got to ground near Balroe. It 
was impossible to keep in touch with the 
pack during this splendid run, and a beaten 
fox was lucky to save his brush. We went 
to Balroe and found a fox that went through 
Killvnion and. Turin Wood, and came. back 
left-handed to Turin Chapel to Reynella, and 
finished off a good day's sport by going to 
ground at Turin Wood.

A small field met hounds at Lusk on Fri- 
day, January 3th, most of our followers re- 
serving themselves, no doubt, for the hunt 
ball, which was held the same night, and was 
a huge success.”
